Fifty-five Black and Jewish mem- 
bers of Congress recently signed peti- 
tions on Capitol Hill denouncing the 
recent rampage of hate crimes which 
began last month with the firebomb- 
ing of three synagogues in California. 

"We cannot express the depth of 
our grief and repulsion over these 
acts or the concern we feel for our 
country" started the text of the state- 
ment organized by Reps. Charles 
Rangel and Benjamin Gilman of 
New York. 

"Even before the ink was dry, we 
were shocked again by news of the 
orgy of violence in Illinois and Indi- 
ana," the representatives wrote. 

They were referring to the recent 
killing spree by 21-year-old racist 
Benjamin Smith (Jet, July 26) in 
which he shot and killed ex-North- 
western University football coach 
Ricky Birdsong near his home in 
Evanston, IL, and a Korean Indiana 
University student. 

In addition he wounded six Jews 
in the Rogers Park area of Chicago, 
two Black men in Springfield, IL, a 
Black minister in Decatur, IL, and a 
Taiwanese man in Urbana, IL. 

The Justice and Treasury Depart- 
ments have opened full investiga- 
tions in Sacramento and in the Mid- 
western atrocity. Stressed the law- 
makers, "We will not rest until all the 
perpetrators and those behind them 
are captured, punished and exposed."

Atlanta Mayor Bill Campbell Wins Journalists 1 
Praise For His Handling Of Shooting Rampage 



Journalists praised Atlanta Mayor 
Bill Campbell for his quick, coura- 
geous response following the recent 
tragedy in which a man opened fire in 
two offices, killing 12 people in Atlanta. 

The journalists noted how quickly 
Mayor Campbell appeared on the 
scene and how he gave reporters reg- 
ular, detailed briefings about the cri- 
sis as it unfolded. They also noted 
how Campbell prevented rumors from 
surfacing because he provided so 
much information. 

"I have to commend him for being 
accessible and for being in command 
of the situation," said David Roberts, 
vice president and news director of 
WXIA, the Atlanta NBC affiliate, in 



The New York Times. 

"The leadership role he took in dis- 
seminating information made it eas- 
ier to prevent the reporting of specu- 
lation, rumor and potential misinfor- 
mation to viewers," he added. 

Ray Carter, news director of WSB, 
Atlanta's ABC affiliate, noted in the 
Times: "There certainly was an ease 
of information, which we are not ac- 
customed to. Not that it was fast and 
furious, but it was forthright and full 
of detail." 

The tragedy occurred when a man 
apparently upset over stock losses 
opened fire in two brokerage offices 
in Atlanta, killing nine people and 
wounding 12. He escaped, then shot

himself to death five hours later when 
police stopped his van. 

During the search, police found 
the bodies of the gunman's wife, his 
son and daughter in their suburban 
Atlanta home -bludgeoned to death- 
about two days before the shooting 
rampage. 

Mayor Campbell said the gunman, 
Mark 0. Barton, 44, ended the ram- 
page by shooting himself in the head 
after police cornered him in his van 
at a service station north of Atlanta. 

Two handguns were found in the 
van, and Barton left notes with his 
family's bodies, Campbell said. 

Campbell said several witnesses 
recognized the gunman as Barton. 
Roadblocks went up after the shoot- 
ings were reported and SWAT teams 
fanned through the office complex, 
searching for him. 

Barton walked into the Momen- 
tum Securities brokerage office at 




the Securi- 
ties Center 
in Buckhead, 
an upscale 
section north 
of downtown 
Atlanta, and 
opened fire. 
Then he cross- 
ed Piedmont Road and began to 
shoot in the All-Tech Investment 
Group, a day-trading firm in the 
Piedmont Center building where he 
had been a client. 

Four of the victims were killed in 
the first building and five in the sec- 
ond, shot with 9mm and .45 caliber 
guns, Campbell said. 

The bodies of Barton's wife, Leigh 
Ann, 27; his son Matthew, 11, and 
daughter Elizabeth Mychelle, 7, were 
found at an apartment in Stockbridge, 
16 miles southeast of Atlanta, where 
Barton lived.

New Research Reveals Taking A Walk 
Boosts Memory And Judgment In Elderly 



A new study suggests that taking 
an invigorating walk gives older peo- 
ple's brains a good workout, boosting 
memory and sharpening judgment. 

The mental benefits of walking 
were especially significant, research- 
ers said, because the senior citizens 
had not exercised regularly before 
joining the study. 

"People who have chosen a life- 
time of relative inactivity can benefit 
mentally from aerobic fitness," said 
the study's lead author, cognitive 
neuroscientist Arthur Kramer. "It's 
never too late." 

Anaerobic exerrise-stretching and 
weight lifting-did not produce simi- 
lar cognitive improvements. The ex- 
periment was conducted at the Uni- 
versity of Illinois and reported in a 
recent issue of the journal Nature. 

The researchers recruited 124 
sedentary men and women ages 60 to 
75. They were randomly assigned to 
either a walking program or an an- 
aerobic regimen of stretching and 
muscle-toning. 

The experiment lasted six months. 
Walkers eventually completed an hour- 
long loop around the university's 
Urbana-Champaign campus three 
times a week. 

Kramer and others administered 
a variety of simple tests to gauge the 
participants' ability to plan, establish 
schedules, make and remember choic- 
es and rapidly reconsider them if cir- 
cumstances changed. 



Among other things, participants 
were shown alternating letters and 
numbers and were asked to quickly 
determine between vowels and con- 
sonants, and odd and even numbers. 
The exercise is known as task-switch- 
ing. 

The walkers' ability to switch tasks 
improved by 25 percent while the 
non-walkers' showed little improve- 
ment. 

Previous studies have shown that 
regular exercise may reduce the risk 
of developing Alzheimer's disease lat- 
er in life, possibly because exercise 
enhances the production of certain 
hormones and other protective com- 
pounds in the brain. 

Experts who reviewed the Illinois 
study said it is not clear how walking 
might stimulate memory and plan- 
ning ability. 

"It might just be more a function of 
people in the study interacting with 
other people," said Dr. William Thies 
of the Alzheimer's Association. 
"Being isolated is bad for your health 
and bad for your day-to-day func- 
tioning." 

Answering that question is the 
goal of the Illinois experiment's sec- 
ond phase. Researchers are taking 
magnetic resonance images of the 
participants' brains to see if there is 
enhanced blood flow in their execu- 
tive control centers and if it corre- 
sponds to the walkers' improved test 
performance.

August 11, 1921— 
► Alex Haley, Pulitzer Prize-win- 
ning author of the novel Roots, was 
born on this day in Ithaca, NY. Dur- 
ing World War II Haley enlisted in 
the Coast Guard where he started 
to write adventure stories and even- 
tually earned the title chief jour- 
nalist. After 20 years, Haley left the 
Coast Guard to become a full-time 
writer. He published The Autobiog- 
raphy of Malcolm X in 1965 and 
that same year researched post- 
Civil War records in the National 
Archives in Washington, D.C., to 
discover the names of his maternal 
great-grandparents. More than a decade later his research resulted in the 
publication of the gripping history of his family from Africa to America, 
Roots, in 1976. The novel won the National Book Award and a Pulitzer 
Prize in 1977. Later, Roots became a television mini-series. It attract- 
ed a television audience of more than 130 million viewers, the largest 
audience in television history until that time. Haley died February 10, 
1992. 

August 15, 1953— 

President D wight D. Eisenhower established a 15-member Govern- 
ment Contract Commission on this day. This anti-bias unit insured that 
employers with government contracts did not practice racial or religious

August 16, 1963—

Campaign Started To Promote Seat-Belt Use To 
Cut High Number Of Auto Deaths Among Blacks 



A reported 26,000 injuries could 
be avoided and an estimated 1,300 
Black lives could be saved along with 
a minimum of $2.6 billion in societal 
costs yearly if Blacks would buckle 
up their seat belts in automobiles. 

This runaway health situation 
jarred officials of Meharry Medical 
College who aligned with govern- 
ment and corporate officials to launch 
one of the nation's most-needed cam- 
paigns to promote car safety aware- 
ness among Blacks. 

Among those leading the move- 
ment are Transportation Secretary 



Rodney Slater and General Motors 
Corp. Vice President Roderick Gillum. 
The action came after publication of a 
new study on the disgraceful state of 
Black traffic fatalities. 

Motor vehicle crashes are the lead- 
ing cause of death for young Black 
males from birth to age 14 and the 
second leading cause of death for 
Black males between the ages of 15 
and 24, surpassed only by homicides. 
About two-thirds of those killed in 
automobile crashes are completely 
unrestrained. Clearly greater seat- 
belt use would significantly reduce 
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these numbers and help to prevent 
injuries and save lives. 

According to the Meharry staffers, 
the new campaign will involve long- 
and short-range programs to develop 
a public consciousness on the extent 
of death and injury to children and 
young adults. 

Some ideas include students from 



the Black colleges conducting "seat- 
belt checkpoints" and participating in 
"shop talk" circles to surface actions 
for immediate solutions. 

Beginning next September, seat- 
belt safety and nonintentional injury 
instruction will be integrated into the 
medical curriculum for third-year 
Meharry students. 



Interracial Couple Say They Were Denied Adoption 
Because They Had Not Suffered Enough Racism 



A Black television executive and 
his White wife in England allegedly 
were turned down for adopting a 
child because social workers claimed 
they had not suffered enough racial 
abuse, the Sunday Times in London 
reported. 

The couple reportedly also were 
stalled for more than two years by 
staff at a Labour Council who also 
said their home was too tidy and that 
their existing child was too normal. 

The husband, whose identity was 
not revealed, told the newspaper, 
"The social workers in Southwark 
put us through the mill. One of the 
things they wanted to be sure of was 
that we understood the pains and 
pressures of racist realities. 

"Of course we had experience in 
racial difficulties. But in their mind- 
set it was almost wanting us to say 
that we had a huge mountain of prob- 
lems as compared with something 
you take in your day-to-day life." 

The couple, according to the news- 
paper, thought that because they 
were a mixed-race couple the council 
would be sensitive to their case. 



They first approached the council, 
according to the newspaper, upon 
learning two mixed-race babies 
were up for adoption. However, they 
claim it took a year for the council to 
acknowledge their interest. 

The man and his wife, who has a 
child by a previous marriage, were vis- 
ited in their home six times and were 
interviewed separately on other occa- 
sions. They alleged they were perceived 
as too middle-class and were told that 
as all mixed-race and Black children 
came from "severely damaged" situa- 
tions, they were all disruptive. 

Eventually the couple was cleared 
for adoption, though no children were 
offered to them. 

A Southward council spokesman 
told the paper, "The question of par- 
ticular interest to the panel was how 
the couple would cope with a child 
who had a different experience of 
racism. When the couple returned for 
another panel hearing they were 
approved to adopt one or two children 
aged up to five years. We do not 
believe that the delays were unusu- 
al."

Boston Housing 
Authority Settles Bias 
Case For $1*5 Million 

The Boston Housing Authority 
(BHA) has agreed to pay $1.5 million 
to settle allegations that at least 13 
Blacks and Hispanics were harassed 
by other tenants because of their race. 

The alleged incidents took place 
between 1992 and 1996 at two hous- 
ing projects in South Boston and 
Charleston that were almost entirely 
White before the housing authority 



began to desegregate them in 1998. 

The settlement provides $650,000 
for the 13 plaintiffs, $500,000 for at- 
torneys' fees, and $350,000 for other 
public housing tenants who come for- 
ward with valid claims of racial ha- 
rassment. 

"I'm just glad it's over, and I hope 
this is a new beginning for some 
changes at the BHA," said one of the 
plaintiffs, Reina Rodriguez, 30. 

Rodriguez, who lived in the Old 
Colony public housing development 
in South Boston until 1995, said 
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White tenants repeatedly vandalized 
her car, shouted racist insults at her 
and her three children, and scrawled 
racist graffiti outside her door with a 
drawing of a lynching with the words 
"We're going to kill all you niggers if 
you don't leave." 

She also said White tenants tied 
her door shut from the outside with a 
rope when she was nine months preg- 
nant. She said the housing authority 
repeatedly ignored her transfer re- 
quests. 

According to other reports, fami- 
lies were subject to racist name-call- 
ing, being spat upon and being fired 
at in their apartment with pellets 
from a BB gun. 

"Those of us at the housing author- 
ity embrace this settlement because it 
encompasses a significant number of 
initiatives we are already undertak- 
ing," said BHA Administrator Sandra 
Henriquez, who took over in 1996. 

"We are committed to changing 
the culture of this public housing au- 
thority to one that embraces differ- 
ences and welcomes everyone despite 
the color of skin, race, language spo- 
ken, gender, sexual orientation, reli- 
gion, disability or age." 

In addition to the $1.5 million pay- 
ment, the agreement called for the 
BHA to take specific steps, including: 
increasing police patrols to deter 
racial harassment; cracking down on 
racist graffiti; hiring two people to 
investigate civil rights complaints; 
providing civil rights training for 
employees and tenants; and keeping 
track of reports of racial bias.

No Blacks Among The 74 Staff Directors 
Of Congress' Standing Committees 



Although much of the American 
workplace is embracing a more mul- 
ticultural atmosphere, the U. S. Con- 
gress is not. 

There are no Black, Asian-Amer- 
ican or Hispanics among the 74 staff 
directors of Congress' standing com- 
mittees, according to an article in 
the Washington Post magazine. 

And only one of the 74 staff d- 
irectors is a minority-Patricia Zell, 
a long-time Senate Indian Affairs 
Committee aide and now Democrat- 
ic staff director, who is of Navajo an- 
cestry. 

In addition, among the 74 top GOP 
and Democratic committee aides, not 
even 20 percent are women. 

Standing committee directors 
are among the highest-ranking and 
most influential Republican and 
Democratic staffers on Capitol Hill. 

The information was compiled 
from data in a survey by the Nat- 
ional Journal. 

The article adds that Congress as 
a whole is more diverse than the var- 
ious committee top staffers. It has 39 
Black members (none of them in the 
Senate, however), seven Asian or 
Pacific Island members and one Na- 
tive American member. 

Rep. Charles B. Rangel (NY), the 
ranking Democrat on the House 
Ways and Means Committee, said 
some members try "desperately" to 
hire more minority staffers, but too 
many members have ail-White staffs. 



As those staffers move up over the 
years, they are the ones who end up 
in the top jobs, Rangel told the Post, 
and that works against the promo- 
tions of Blacks into the top spots. 

Laura Nichols, spokeswoman for 
House Democratic leader Richard 
Gephardt (MO), said even at lower 
levels, "the best we can do is lead by 
example. At the top levels, "we can't 
tell the high-ranking committee 
chairman who to hire." 

"There's a plexiglass ceiling here," 
said one Black House staffer who 
asked not to be identified. "They let 
you look through it, but they don't let 
you push through it." 

The first Black to hold a staff direc- 
tor post was the late Ronald H. Brown. 
He was briefly the top Democratic 
staffer on the Judiciary Committee in 
1980. Brown, who eventually became 
Commerce Secretary, was appointed 
by Sen. Edward M. Kennedy (D-MA). 

But Rep. Xavier Becerra (D-CA) 
wasn't surprised by National Journal's 
numbers. "It's a sign of the times-the 
old times. We have a seniority system 
still, even with the old staff." 

Becerra said that when members 
of Congress appoint staff directors, 
they tend to hire people they know 
and have proved themselves. 

"It may not be an intentional ex- 
clusion, but by not expanding our cir- 
cle, it's a de facto exclusion. There are 
not enough being given the opportu- 
nity."

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NBA Scores Highest In 
Hiring Minority Groups 

In the annual report card issued 
by Northeastern University's Center 
for the Study of Sport in Society, the 
National Basketball Association (NBA) 
received an overall A-minus for hir- 
ing of members of minority groups 
and a B for its gender hiring, while 
the National Football League had the 
lowest grade for gender with a D- 
plus. The NFL did get a B-plus for 
hiring members of minority groups. 

The professional and college sports 
were graded on their hiring practices 
of members of minority groups and 
women, on and off the playing field. 

Major League Baseball received a 
B for race, but was not graded on gen- 
der because not enough information 
was available. College sports was sig- 
nificantly behind the pros with Cs for 
race and gender diversity in hiring. 
Last year's report looked at race only, 
and the NBA received an A-minus, 
the NFL a B-minus and baseball was 
given a conditional C. 

It was the 10th study conducted by 
the center, whose mission is to in- 
crease awareness of sport and its re- 
lation to society. Richard Lapchick, 
the center's director told the NY Post: 
"While the hiring practices in sport 
have gotten better for people of color 
and women, there is clearly significant 
room for progress in all sports. 
Nonetheless, pro sports is measurably 
ahead of society in these matters." 

This year, for the first time, the 
report looked at the National Hockey 
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League (NHL), the Women's Nation- 
al Basketball Association (WNBA) 
and Major League Soccer. 

Although the three leagues were 
not graded, the report noted that soc- 
cer had the best record for minority 
group diversity and the NHL the best 
for opportunities for women. The 
WNBA had good records regarding 
both minority group and gender 
diversity. 

In both the pro and the college 
ranks, improvement is needed in 
moving members of minority groups 
and women into front-office positions, 
according to the report. 

'Smokey Joe' Williams 
Of Negro Leagues Gets 
Hall Of Fame Spot 

"Smokey Joe" Williams, who pitch- 
ed for the Chicago Leland Giants and 
Homestead Grays in the early 1900s, 
was recently inducted into the Base- 
ball Hall of Fame. 

Williams, who at 6-foot-4 towered 
over most players, was most noted for 
his control and fastballs. He began 
his career in Chicago in 1910 and re- 
tired in 1932. 

He compiled a 22-7 record with 12 
shutouts against White teams from 
1912-1932. 

A 1952 Pittsburgh Courier poll 
had Williams edging out the better- 
known Satchel Paige as the greatest 
Negro League pitcher of all time. He 
died in 1946. The induction ceremo- 
ny was held at Cooperstown, NY, 
home of the Hall of Fame.

Barry Sanders Tells Why 
He Retired From Detroit 
Lions After 10 Seasons 

Detroit Lions 
running back Bar- 
ry Sanders recent- 
ly retired after 10 
seasons with the 
team. 

Sanders, 31, 
issued a written 
statement, which 
said in part: "Short- 
ly after the end of last season, I felt 
that I probably would not return for 
the 1999-2000 season. I also felt that 
I should take as much time as possi- 
ble to sort through my feelings and 
make sure that my feelings were 
backed with conviction." 

He stated, "Today, I officially de- 
clare my departure from the NFL. It 
was a wonderful experience to play in 
the NFL, and I have no regrets. I truly 
will miss playing for the Lions. I con- 
sider the Lions' players, coaches, staff, 
management and fans, my family." 

His retirement came amid specu- 
lation that he was frustrated with the 
team's 5-11 finish last season and 
that he did not believe the Lions were 
committed to winning. 

During Sanders' 10 seasons in 
Detroit, the Lions have compiled a 78- 
82 regular-season record and made 
the playoffs five of those years. 

However, Sanders said in his state- 
ment, "I leave on good terms with 
everyone in the organization." 

He added, "The reason I am retir- 



ing is simple: My desire to exit the 
game is greater than my desire to 
remain in it. I have searched my 
heart through and through and feel 
comfortable with this decision." 

Sanders, who was only 1,457 
yards short of Walter Payton's NFL 
rushing record of 16,726 yards, add- 
ed, "I want to thank all of the fans 
and media who made playing in the 
NFL such a wonderful experience. I 
have had the pleasure of meeting 
many of them. 

"Although I was not able to honor 
many of your requests for autographs 
and interviews, it was not because I 
overlooked the importance of those 
who asked." 

He concluded the statement,"I 
wish my teammates, coaches and the 
entire Lions organization all the best." 

The 5-foot-9, 203-pound running 
back holds every career, season and 
game rushing record with the Lions. 
His records include most games of 
rushing for 100 or more yards in a 
season (14); 14 consecutive games of 
100 or more yards in a season; 10 con- 
secutive seasons of 1,000 or more 
yards (tied with Walter Payton); and 
four consecutive seasons of 1, 500 or 
more yards. 

After issuing his statement, San- 
ders was seen at London's Gatwick 
Airport. "I'm going into retirement 
and I don't see my plans changing," he 
told reporters. 

When asked by a reporter why he 
chose London, he replied, "I don't know 
the right way to retire. This is just 
my way of doing it."

Spurs' Sean Elliott Reveals Need For A Kidney; 
Family Member Could Be Possible Donor 



In the playoffs San Antonio 
Spurs guard Sean Elliott had more 
on his mind than winning an NBA 
title. 

Elliott, 31, knew this title run 
might be his last because of a kidney 
disease. He kept his condition secret 
during the Finals; however, at a press 
conference, he's finally revealed that 
he is in need of a transplant. 

"It's a situation that I've known 



about for a while, so for me it really 
hasn't been a shock," he said. "Ask 
me if I'm a little scared, yeah, I'm a 
little worried." 

However, Elliott said in a state- 
ment later released by the Spurs 
that a member of his family is a pos- 
sible match to provide him with a 
kidney transplant. 

KSAT-TV in San Antonio report- 
ed that one of Elliott's two brothers 
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had a compatible kidney, but Elliott 
said in his statement that more 
tests are necessary, and at this 
point it is premature to make pre- 
dictions as to whether a match will 
be found. 

Elliott, who helped his team to 
its first NBA title, said he has no 
pain and even hopes to resume his 
career after the transplant. 

"I've had a great career, and if 
that's the end of it, so be it. But I 
don't really think that's the end of it. 
I want to play, and I feel like I am 
going to play again," he said. 

Dr. John Reineck, a kidney spe- 
cialist who has been treating Elliott, 
said there is no precedent for a pro 
athlete to return to a sport after a 
kidney transplant. 

Elliott's illness, which he has 
known about since his fourth year 
in the NBA, affects both of his kid- 
neys. The healthy donor kidney 



would be placed in his body along 
with the two malfunctioning kid- 
neys, his doctor said. Elliott must 
have the transplant to avoid dialy- 
sis treatment. 

If there are no matches found 
among his family members, Elliott 
will be placed on a transplant list. 

The disease is known as focal 
segmental glomerular sclerosis and 
affects thousands of Americans each 
year. It's one of a variety of kidney 
diseases that result in severe, pro- 
longed loss of protein into the urine. 
Symptoms include fatigue, nausea 
and headache. If large amounts of 
protein are lost in the urine, swell- 
ing of the ankles and belly might 
occur. 

Elliott said he looks forward to 
having a normal life even after the 
transplant. "There are a lot of people 
out there who have to do it every day, 
so why do I have to be the exception?"

New tennis star Alexandra Steven- 
son, who basketball great Julius "Dr. 
J" Erving recently admitted is his 
daughter, revealed her thoughts about 
her famous father and said she gets 
"upset" when people refer to her as 
just Black, during an exclusive inter- 
view on ABC-TV's "20/20." 

"I don't like people saying the doc- 
tor's daughter', Stevenson, 18, told 
Barbara Walters during the exclu- 
sive interview. 

"Because I'm really not the doc- 
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A Stevenson's mother, Samantha Stevenson, a 
freelance journalist, covered the Philadelphia 
76ers when Erving starred on the team. 



1981, in San Diego. 

Erving, who has been married to 
Turquoise Erving since 1972 and has 
four children, initially denied that Al- 
exandra is his daughter. He later 
issued a public statement saying that 
he is indeed Alexandra's father and 
has been supporting her financially 
throughout her life (Jet, July 19). 

He had a relationship with her 
mother, Samantha Stevenson, a 
White freelance journalist who cov- 
ered the Philadelphia 76ers when he 
played there in the late '70s. 

Alexandra recalled that her moth- 
er told her Erving was her father 
when she was a child. 

"When I was 4, she told me. I re- 
member her showing me a basketball 
picture in a newspaper, and she said, 
This is your father.' And I said, 'OK" 

In his press statement, Erving 
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said he only met his daughter once 
when she was 3. Alexandra said, it 
was a few years later. 

"Actually, I was 8," she said. "So 
he's five years off. I don't know where 
he got this three from. At my other 
school, there were flyers going out 
about Julius Erving's basketball 
camp. And I brought it home and told 
my mom that I wanted to go see him. 
And it was my decision. And my mom 
made sure I had a big name tag on." 

She said she thinks Erving recog- 
nized her during that first meeting. "I 
stood in line for an autographed ball, 
and I didn't really want to. And I got 
there. I just stood in line to see what 
he looked like. And I got up there, he 
asked me if I wanted a ball, and I said 
'no', and I walked away." 

She added, "I think he knew who 
I was. I was a little upset afterward 
because he didn't say anything, but 
that's about it. And then I just forgot 
about it." 

She told Walters how she felt when 
Erving initially denied that he is her 
father. "I thought that was kind of stu- 
pid of him, because it did appear to 
make him look stupid after he said, 
Tes, I am her father.' I mean, first he 
said no, and then he said yes. And 
people probably thought, 'Wow, that's 
not very nice.'" 

Asked how she felt when he ad- 
mitted that he was her father, she 
said, "Finally, he admitted it. So, and 
then I just knew that I'd be — I'd get 
asked questions. And that I'd just 
say, 'Let's talk about my tennis.' I 
mean that has nothing to do with 
Wimbledon." 
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Erving said it was her call as to 
their future relationship. 

"I don't really want to meet him," 
Stevenson said. "I mean, I guess I'll 
have to determine that later on, 
when I'm older." She also said she is 
not interested in meeting her four 
half brothers and sisters at this time. 

She also noted that Erving has nev- 
er called her. Asked how she would 
feel if he did call, she told Walters: "I 
think that would be great for him. I 
don't know. It's never happened, so...." 

Walters told her that a lot has 
been written in the press about 
whether Stevenson is Black or White. 

"I say I'm multicultural, because 
I'm eight things. Would you like to 
hear them? I'm English, Welsh, Chero- 
kee, Italian, French, Swedish, African 
and Irish." Walters asked, "So when a 
newspaper article, for example calls 
you Black... what do you feel? 

Stevenson replied, "Well, I kind of 
get upset because it doesn't — it rep- 
resents a part of me, but it doesn't 
represent a whole of me." 

Alexandra's mother, Samantha 
Stevenson, briefly discussed her rela- 
tionship with Erving. Asked if she 
was in love with the basketball play- 
er, she told Walters: "It was a long 
time ago, Barbara, and you know in 
our lives how we move on. It was a 
long time ago." 

Asked if she ever thought it might 
have been more than just a passing 
relationship, Stevenson noted, "I think 
any time that you get involved with 
anyone in a relationship, if you're a 
woman who has passion and a heart, 
and you understand love, and you 



have innocence and you're a little 
naive, I think that you would believe 
in the Cinderella story." 

Stevenson also noted that she told 
Alexandra everything about her rela- 
tionship with Erving by the time she 
was 16. She explained why she felt it 
was necessary to keep Alexandra's 
father's identity a secret. 

"I didn't think that would have 
[added] dignity to her life, to have this 
be public or to go about our business 
having that, everyone know something 
like this." 

She also explained why she put 
Erving's name on the birth certificate. 

"I wanted to give Alexandra a 
sense of belonging. And actually it was 
something done with a lot of thought 
and care, and I never thought anyone 
would go in and get the birth certifi- 
cate. I thought it was private infor- 
mation. And I didn't really look into 
the fact that you could go in and buy 
a birth certificate." 

She continued, "You can't take 
away the blood that she was tied to 
him. And I wanted her to have that 
choice. And I thought, again, that was 
part of the dignity of the situation." 

Samantha said Alexandra will 
decide if she wants to meet Erving. 

"We've had conversations," she 
said, noting that she has told Alexan- 
dra: "This is totally up to you. And I 
will pave the way if this is what you 
want to have happen." 

She continued, "And I think she's a 
curious, intelligent girl. And my bot- 
tom-line answer is she's going to want 
to go and meet him. I think she's going 
to want to do that. Later. Not now."

threatened." Beyond fantasies, he 
said couples who simply engage in 
conversation about what they enjoy 
intimately "is an enhancement to the 
relationship. I keep going back to if 
the partner is not threatened." 

He said that sexual fantasies are 
sometimes farfetched and remote. 
"That could be better sometimes," he 
said. "You don't want to share a fan- 
tasy with your wife about the girl next 
door unless she's into that and is not 
threatened by it. More often, people 
fantasize about people who aren't 
close to them. Often, it's about some- 



one you've seen that day." 

Still, he goes back to the point that 
divulging such intimate thoughts 
work best in relationships where 
there's comfort and good communica- 
tion. "That comfort comes from good 
interpersonal relationships with your 
mate where you can talk about many 
things, not just sex." 

Dr. Chapman adds, "If you have a 
solid, friendship-based relationship 
and can talk about everything, you 
certainly can talk about sexual fan- 
tasies. But, if your partner is secre- 
tive and jealous, you should not share 
your fantasies."

Confidential: What the news media 
curiously ignored about the legacy of 
the Kennedy family is its devotion to 
civil rights and spiritual goodness. 
With all of the family's participation 
in the front-line demonstrations, the 
Kennedys set a mark for fairness and 
equality, whether at the White House 
or in Congress or in their own com- 
munities. No one talks about how the 
Kennedys gave many Blacks their 
first chance in politics, or how they 
put the first Blacks in unusual posts. 
First lady Jackie Kennedy estab- 
lished the first White House kinder- 
garten for her late son, John, Jr., and 
the son of Andrew Hatcher, then the 
first Black White House associate 
press secretary, integrated the group. 
Still without a mention of these 
examples, the Kennedy legacy contin- 
ues to roll... Lawyer Vernon Jordan's 
friendship with President Bill Clin- 
ton will go down in the record books. 



He is the first Black man to have such 
a relationship with a president and be 
regarded by the news media as one of 
the real insiders. He attended the 
recent White House legal session on 
ways to improve race relations and 
was one of the few Blacks to gain a 
newspaper mention... Former Chesa- 
peake & Pacific telephone executive 
Delano E. Lewis had retired from 
his flourishing business life in the 
nation's capital and moved his family 
to Las Cruces, NM. Then President 
Clinton nominated him as the next 
U.S. ambassador to South Africa, and 
the diplomatic world excitedly awaited 
the confirmation process. Except for 
judges and legal officers, Lewis will 
probably be the last Black to land a 
front-line post during this administra- 
tion... An August offering-South Afri- 
can President Thabo Mbeki well could 
turn up as a White House guest on his 
first official U. S. visit as president.

music legends. It took him a while to 
adjust from a sometimes luxurious 
life to having to deal with kids who 
range from bright to mischievous.

Terri J. Vaughn, who plays Lovita 
Jenkins, the principal's secretary and 
Cedric's love interest on the show, 
says some of the popularity is the 
result of "a lack of alternative Black 
television shows." 

There have been rumblings through 
Hollywood that the network may not 
keep the show on too much longer. 
Vaughn said: "Because of the support 
of the Black community, which has 
made us the number-one show, it 
would behoove the WB to keep us." 

Even though the show is tops with 



Black viewers nationwide, it has 
made few inroads with Whites. It 
ranks 127th with White audiences. 

That doesn't really bother Harvey. 
"Ninety percent of my income is 
based on Black people. I never short 
them," he said. "I'm not concerned 
with crossover appeal. Crossover is 
great, but I write my jokes to make 
Black people proud. I do have a huge 
White fan base out there." 

But he says he will never risk 
alienating the loyal Black audience 
just to appeal to Whites. "America's 
fickle, and you can flick over to the 
other side. But, as soon as the other 
side gets tired of you, it's over. The 
beauty of Black people is that they 
stand by you. Look at James Brown. 
He hasn't had a hit since I don't know 
when, but that doesn't matter to 
Black people. They still love him. 
Don't leave your fan base behind. I 
never leave the house."
